PRINGE OF WALES. * 
WN RETIREMENT 


Until He Attains His Major- 
ity At 18 Under Succes- 
: sion Act 


LONDON, July 10—The King’s Pri- 
vate Secretary has intimated that 
after the Prince of Wales’ investiture 
at Carnavon, next Thursday, it is not 
intended that the Prince* will take 
part in any public -ceremony till he 
is of age. 

It is quite a misapprehension, 
however, to suppose that this clashes 
with the Duke of Connaught’s state- 
ment that he hopes to welcome the 
Prince to Canada during his term as 
Governor-General, which, it is under- 
stood will terminate in 1913. 

The misunderstanding arises from 
ignorance of the fact that the Prince 
unlike the rest of the King’s sub- 
jeets, becomes of age, not at 2E years 
but at 18. This was enacted in last 
year’s Regency Act, under which the 
Prince attains his majority on June 
23, 1913, . 

No Official Move re Agents-General.

After Two Unsuccessful Attempts te 
Satisfy the Crowds of Sight-seers at, 
Hanlan's Point, Bird-Man Starts 
and Dashes Into the Bleachers—

Toronto, July 8.—Within twelve se- 
conds from seat, Joseph 
Richter, known as the “Flying ‘Dutch- 
man” and the’ fearless aviator, -who 
earned fame by his flight around the 
Singer Building in New York, was 
lying amidst the wreckage of his ma- 
chine seriously injured at the stadium 
at Hanlan’s Point yesterday. 

Richter is suffering from a simple 
fracture of the left leg, both shin 
bones being broken, a skin abrasion 
on the left thigh and on the bridge 
of the-nose and a abrasions on 
doth shins. He will not be able to 
fly again for eight weeks, 

A better day or more favorable 
weather conditions could-hardly have 
been desired. There was not a cloud 
in the sky ant & moderate south by 
southeast wind was ‘blowing. across 
the field: About a hundred spectators 
were present in the stadium, and 
- E. VanDeventer,’ manager for 
Richter, Alfred Shrubb, the well- 
known runner, and other officials were 
- the field ut the time of the acci- 

ent. 

At three p.m. Richter decided that 
he would attempt a flight and seem- 
ed hopeful that he would be able to 
soar over the city and alight safely 
again in the centre of the field., The 
machine was brought from the tent 
at 4.15 and over a quarter of an hour 
was spent in oiling the motor and sce- 
ing that everything was working satis- 
factorily. 

When he was seated the motor was 
once again cranked and the aviator 
raised his hand, when those who wera 
holding the bi-plane let go. The -ma- 
chine sped along the ground at a rate 
of about Liew miles an, hour and 
apparently made no attempt to rise. 
When the machine reached the centre 
of the field and had not risen an inch 
from the ground, the officials and a 
Great number of the spectators feared 
an accident. * 

Fortunately Richter had the pres- 
ence of mind to shut off the motor 
when he saw that it would be impos- 
sible for him to clear the bleachers. 
The machine immediately lessened 
speed, and Richter tried to cirele, but 
the impetus was so great and the 
space xu narrow/ that the machine 
dashed against t@ boards. 

Hichter was thrown from his seat, 
striking lis head against the wires of 
the bi-plane, and was then hurled 
with gfeat force into the seat, break.

It is the case of a 
colony of about 3,000 Russian Cas- 
sacks, settled in Anatolla, Asia Minor. 
The forefathers of these Cossacks left 
Russia for voluntary exile 350-yenars 
ago. Their departure was occasioned 
by an attempt to enroll. thelr names 
for censua purposes in writing. 
cording to the creed of these peasants 
the writing down of their names jro- 
pardizes their chances of salvation, 
for It involves the curse of Antl-Chrint, 
enabling him to set his seal upon 
them. During the whole of this time 
the Cossacks have kept thelr identity 
baolutely Intact. They speak a Rus- 
n dialect bearing the same relation 
to the language of the present day as 
does pur-modern English to that of 
Chaucer, They wear the Russian 
dress of three centuries ago, and even | 
grow herbs, uncultivated elsewhere in 
Anatolla; to make the dishes that were 
the fond of mediaeval Russia.

If our text be a statement of liter.

The “rich man" of the parable re- 
presented hle Jewish nation. The 
fine linen he wore represented the 
typical justification granted that na- 
tion under the law covenant (mady 
with Israel at Mt. Sinai} The rich 
man’s purple pictured the royalty 
which belonged to Israel as God's 
typical kingdom. Jesus recognized 
this kingdom dignity as still belong: 
ing to that nation when he» said: 
“The Kingdom shall be taken from 
you and be given to’a nation bring: 
ing forth the fruits -thereof.”’ 

The rich man’s bountiful table rep: 
resented the glorious promises which 
were theirs primarily, and granted 
to no other people until after they 
had rejected Jesus and crucified Him. 
St. Paul refers to this’ table and 
quotes Isaiah the prophet, — saying: 
“Let their table become n trap and a 
snare and a recompense unto them.” 
This was because they did not appre- 
ciate their glorious conditions.’ The 
death of the rich man! represented 
the cutting off of Israel from all those 
special privileges and’ advantages 
which had been theirs for centuries. 
The rich man (the Jewish nation) be- 
gan to sicken from the time of the 
crucifixion—from the time that Jesus 
said, “Your house is left unto you 
desolate. Henceforth ye shall — see 
Me no more until that day when ye 
shall say, Blessed is He that cometh 
in the name of the Lord.” = 

The saintly few were gathered out 
of Judaism into Christ at Pentecost, 
and the “rich man,” the nation, con- 
tinued to be sick and finally died in 
the year A.D. 70, when Titus, the Ro- 
man general, captured Jerusalem, 
the entire land of Palestine being 
laid waste.

sbould be well enriched, and after the 
buds are formed an Incb top dressing 
of well rotted manure will be benef- 
clel, At the close of the Sowering 
season the plants should be cut back 
to within fire inches of the ground 
sod giten a ight corering of leares 
to protect them through the winter.

It is 
flewe also by those vessels of British mercantile marines whose offi- 
cers and crews belong to:the Royal Naval Reserve. It is used in the 
British Dominions on Government vessels with the ‘coat-of-arms of the 
Dominion displayed in the fly. Members of Royal Yacht Clubs are 
also privileged to fly it at the stern of their yachts. 

The red ensign since 1707 has been the distinguishing flag of the 
British merchant marine. It is a red field with the Union Jack-in 
the upper left hand corner. It is this flag with the coat-of-arms in the 

_ fy that is commonly, but mistakeniy, called the Canadian flag. It is 
the flag (with the coat-of-arms in the fly) duly authorized for the Ca- 
nadian merchant marine and should not be displayed on shore, It 
should fly at the stem of every Canadian vessel, yacht or motor boat, 
excepting nayal, Government or Royal Yacht Club craft. 

Canadians ‘should give the matter the attention it deserves. No

Not Yet Decided What Action 
Will be Taken Regard- 
ing Porcupine 


OTTAWA, July 18.—At the opening 
of this evening’s session of the House 
of Commons, Mr, Smyth, of Algoma 
directed attention to the catastrophe 
by fire in the Porcupine district, and 
asked if it was the intention of the 
Government to extend aid to the 
stricken country and the sufferers. He 
pointed out that the Ontario Govern. 
ment and many municipalities and re 
ligious organizations had already tak- 
en action, and urged that the Federal 
seetament should give substantial 
ai 

Mr. Fielding stated that all the 
membera of the Government and the 
House had learned with Great distress 
and anxiety of tho catastrophe, and 
felt the deepest sympathy for the suf. 
ferers. The Government had had the 
matter under consideration, through 
the representations of gentlemen’ in 
Ottawa, and the matter had been fully 
discussed with them, They had not 
as yet been able to give any detailed 
or extended report as to the need uf 
the situation. So far as the Govern. 
ment was concerned, while the disas 
ter had been of A most distressing 
tharacter, jt was felt that ‘several 
t elapse before the Govern: 
ment cou fully advised of the ex- 
tent of the misfortune and the nature 
of the assistance required. “The in- 
formation in the hands of tho Govern. 
ment.at the present time was some- 
what general and indefinite, and’ it 
Was awaiting further particulars be: 
fore determining what actj m, if any 
was necessary. In the méantime the 
Government had songht to rencer what 
immediate aid was necessary by for. 
Warding at the earliest possible mom- 
ennt the canvas tents under which 
the people had been housed, and other 
“quipment designed to meet. the ticelé 
for the" moment,

te In the course of a long editorial article which was published in its 
~' issue of Monday on the subject. of the passage by the United States 
Senate, the Globe remarks:— 

oy ‘But it would be a very great mistake to regard the econ, 
omic aspect of the situation as the only one in the President’s 
mind when he held out the olive branch to Canada in the Reci- 
procity proposal and to the motherland in the Axbitration 
Treaty. The leaders of public opinion in the United States 
begin to understand the value of Britain's good-will and moral 
support in international politics. There are signs not'a few 
that some day Germany may attempt to plant: colonies | in 
South “America. Japan and the United States are officially 
friends, but the great naval power of Asia casts longing eyes 
on the rich Philippine Islands. A hostile combination _ of 
Germany and Japan would be formidable even io So great a 
nation as the Republic. So long, however, as Great Britain 
is an American power by virtue of her relations to Canada, so 
long will she be equally interested with the United *States in 
the maintenance of the Monroe doctrine, and so long will she 
exercise a restraining influence upon her ally, Japan. . There- 
fore, bya policy of firm friendship toward Great Britain, the 
United States practically prevents’ all possibility of an alliance 
of Germany and Japan haying for its object the opening’ of 
South America to the planting of German colonies and the ex- 
tension of Japan’s sovereignty to the Piflippines. Mr. Taft 
has been Governor of the Islands, and knows the situation in 
‘Eastern Asia us no other statesman of the Republic does: “His 
overtures to Great Britain and to Canada are the result chief- 
ly of personal friendship nd respect, but they are not ‘unre-

The forees which are at work in England and 
in Canada to separate her by a Chinese wall from the United 
States, and to make her part of an Imperial commercial band 
reaching from England around the world to England ‘again 
by a system of preferential tariffs, will derive an impetus 
from the rejection of this treaty, and if we would have reci- 
procity, with all the advantages that I have described, and 
that 1 earnestly and sincerely believe will follow its adoption, 
we must take it now, or ‘give it up forever."! ;

A circular has just been issued by 
the Department of Education dealing 
with the above subject which is a 
sum of money donated by Lord Strath 
cona for the encouragement of Physic- 
al Training and Drill in the schools 
of Canada, x 

The committee having the matter 
in hand have decided that the inter- 
est shall be divided annually among 
the provinces on tho basis of popula- 
tion, anil on this basis, Ontario. re- 
ceives $4,000, of which $800 is allot- 
ted to the High schools and $3,200 to 
the Public and Separate schools for 
1911. 

By tho regulations of the trust 50%, 
of the amount apportioned shall be 
given for Physical Training in the 
schools; 35%, *for Military. training 
and 15%, for; Riflo Shooting. 

Tho amount get apart for tho High 
and Separato schools will be used 
according to a plan lo be decided up- 
on by the Inspectors of those schools 
Tho amount to tho credit of the Pul 
lie schools will be divided among. the 
various Inspectorates on ‘tho basis of 
attendance. Thera is a provision 
that when there is in any inspector- 
ato no system of physical training ay- 
proved of by the Local Committe of 
Strathoona Trust, that tho share of 
such inspectorate shall be retaine] 
by the committee, to be used as they 
deem best, to promote Physical train-
